Several schemes of water . supply 
were disctiased There were that the 
water be run by gravity from a point 
nine miles away ensuring 200 feet drop 
but Inspector Owen said that while this

A combined pumping and gravity 
system from the large reservoir the C. 
P. R, will whtimately create three miles 
away with a filtration plant we as also 
suggested as a fersible scheme. 

With respect to the sewage disposal 
the only scneme that Bassano can in 
dulge in, is the septic tank. This pur- 
ifies the sewage, and leaves ouly clear 
and pure water. This it was thought 
could be easily drainedinto the irriga- 
tion ditches half a mile froin town, 
when they are coustructed.

THUNDERSTORMS. 


They Kill Over 300 Persons a Year In 
Madagascar. 
Thunderstorms never occur in the 
arctic regions, and even the north of 
Scotland very seldom suffers from 
such a visitation. The nearer you get 
to the equator the more frequent and 
severe are the electric manifestations, 
In parts of Central Africa the average 
of thunderous days rises to the aston- 

ishing total of 2% per annum. 

Yet there are curious exceptions. In 

Java and Sumatra, both intensely hot 
climates, there are but ninety-two 
storms yearly, and in Borneo only 
fifty. 
The Gold coast of Africa bas only 
sixty a year, which is leas than occur 
in Florida, though the latter country 
is outside the tropics. 

In Jamaica there ts a thunderstorm 
every day during the rainy season, 
which lasts for five months. These 
storms almost always occur between 
midday aud 3 in the afternoon. 

Perbaps the most antorishing fact 
with regard to thunderstorms ts that 
the island of Mauritius, which is only 
63) miles eust of Madagancar, bas, on 
an average, only one thunderstorm in 
eighty years. Yet in Madagascar the 
lightning ia more destructive than any- 
where else in the world, the annual 
death roll being over 300.—Pearsou's 
Weekly.
